A conflicting version came last 
night from the Dominican Re- 
public, where Trujillo controls 
news dispatches. 

Col. John Abbes Garcia of the 
Dominican military intelligence 
service denounced reports of 
mass arrests as “maliciously 
twisted.” He said 15 to 20 per- 
sons were being held in con- 
nection with an alleged effort by 
a Cuban to help them make 
bombs and organize Communist- 
type cells. 

Regarded Seriously. 

The version reaching Washing- 
ton without Trujillo censorship 
told of a conspiracy apparently 
regarded by the Dominican gov- 
ernment as one of the most seri- 
ous in the 30 years of Trujillo’s 
rule, 

Those arrested were said to 
have included many from promi- 
nent families in the small Carib- 
bean country. Many were re- 
ported jailed in a special deten- 
tion camp built outside Ciudad 
Trujillo, the capital. The police 
were said to have arrested per- 
sohs in other cities besides the 
capital and to have found hid- 
den arms. 

There was no evidence re- 
ported here of involvement of 
Americans, Cubans or other 
outsiders. Dominican police ac- 
tivity was said to have been 
stepped up in weeks immediately 
preceding the mass arrests. 

The State Department declined 
to comment. United States offi- 
cials were understood to be con- 
cerned but not planning any 
move in what, so far, appears 
to be an internal Dominican af- 
fair. 

Conspiracy Stamped Out. 

Because no word has been re- 
ceived of outbreaks since the 
mass arrests, it was presumed

“I commend this program and 
the experience of the Interna- 
tional Traders Club of the Brok- 
ers Institute to you as a practi- 
cal aid, and incentive in this tight 
money market.” 

Back to City. 

The new N.A.R.E.B. president 
said also that what he termed 
the “flight back to the city” 
would be another area of real 
estate activity that would as- 
sume new prominence in 1960. 
The return of people to the city 
from the suburbs, according to 
Nutter, will come “‘in the wake 
of the increasing scarcity of 
raw land for development on the 
suburban fringe, the increased 
cost of developing such land as.

In a broader area of activity, 
the new NAREB president called 
on his audience to join him in 
meeting ‘‘the paramount econom- 
ic challenge of the day.”

Architectural Forum, because 
people who are unhappy in ex- 
isting cities can no longer move 
out and “leave old messes be- 
hind.””’ There are no frontiers 
left; they must rebuild—and on 
a large scale. 

According to Forum, the neces- 
sity for rebuilding the U. S. 
cities will be intensified by three 
“‘explosions”’ which will reinforce 
one another: 

By 1970 the U. S. population 
will be 213 million, by 2000 it 
may reach 375 million. 

There will be a gain for the 
decade of 10 to 20 million auto- 
mobiles, $60 billion worth of new 
highways. 

There will be a 500 billion 
dollar increase in new construc- 
tion—equal in value, though not 
in bulk—to all existing struc- 
tures. 

All of these ‘“‘explosions,”’ says 
Forum, will take place on the 
same total land area. Inevitably, 
a great deal will have to be 
changed in present built-up 
areas. 

Rebuilding and renovation is 
big business right now, reports 
the magazine, Forum economist 
Miles Colean estimates that for 
every three dollars spent on new 
construction, another dollar is 
spent on maintenance and re-

J. O'Flynn; Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
George P. Keating, V.F.; Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Edmund Venverloh 
and Rt. Rev. Msgr. Victor T. 
Suren. 

Jubilee and dedication celebra- 

tion is to be climaxed by a 
dinner Sunday evening. Invited 
as special guests will be 23 char- 
ter megbers of the parish who 
are still active parishoners, a 
well as Their Excellencies Arch- 
bishop Ritter and Bishop Flavin, 
the clergy of the Archdiocese; 
Raymond R. Tucker, mayor of 
St. Louis; other community lead- 
ers and the parishoners of St, 
Cecelia’s. 
The parish was organized by 
the late Rev. Father Bernard J.

Walker Company and the Craig

project. 

Since the display was set up 
to show what can be done with 
existing downtown office space, 
the project brought praise from 
those who are most interested in 
promoting the area.

area. Downtown St. Louis,” he 
said, “‘is still far and away the 
principal center of commerce 
and finance for the entire metro- 
politan area.

Walls of the display suite are 
of Philippine mahogany and spe- 
cial designs of wallpaper.

A special stainless steel and 
glass door forms the entrance to 
the suite, just adjacent to the 
elevators on the fourth floor of 
the building. This enters into the 
reception room, and a paneled 
hallway leads to the private of- 
fices and the conference room, 
Storage and clothes closets also 
open off the hallway.

The colorful photographs of the 
Nike installations “defending” St. 
Louis that appeared in your Sun- 
day PICTURES section of Jan. 24 
seemed to be just as much sepa- 
rated from reality as your PIC- 
TURES section is separated from 
the news section of the newspaper. 

The secret to the futility of the 
whole Nike system is tipped off in 
the comment that “St. Louis, ac- 
cording to the over-all defense 
plans, would receive a few hours’ 
warning of an enemy attack.” Else- 
where in the picture captions it is 
clearly revealed that the Nike 
system is based on the expectancy 
that attack will come from enemy 
planes giving us plenty of time 
to get ready. That such no longer 
is the case is now clear to everyone. 

Much more realistic is the item 
on your Saturday editorial page 
about the man of Long Island with 
his $50,000 H-bomb shelter and your 
apt comment wondering what would 
happen if his family received 15 
minutes’ notice of an approaching 
enemy missile while they were 20 
minutes away from the shelter. 


It is difficult to understand why 
we are still pouring millions of dol- 
lars into obsolete defense systems 
unless it is with the object of con- 
tinuing the illusion to the American 
public that there is a defense 
against modern weapons of war. 


The announcement Sunday by the 
National Planning Association that 
12 more nations are now capable 
of embarking on nuclear weapons 
programs in the near future adds 
a new sense of urgency to our 
world situation. 


Why is it that we seem so ob- 
sessed and worried about the risks 
we would have to take for peace 
through disarmament, yet so blind 
to the far-greater risks and un- 
thinkable horrors of war that will 
surely result unless disarmament 
an accomplished fact in 
near future?

The Sixteenth is Right 


Your editorial on the late Norris 
Brown was most enlightening. I am 
sure that I shall remember Senator 
Brown in years to come, each year 
in fact as I fill out the copious num- 
ber of tax forms that his brainchild 
has fostered. 


But I do not believe it would be 
quite correct to remember the late 
Senator in terms of the Fourteenth 
Amentment. The Fourteenth, as I 
have recently learned, was the 
handiwork of Thaddeus Stevens, the 
Radical leader in the United States 
House of Representatives during 
the period of reconstruction follow- 
ing the Civil War. 


Stevens had been a member of 
the congressional Joint. Committee 
on Reconstruction which had been 
organized by the House ostensibly 
to inquire into the condition of the 
former Confederate states and, fur- 
ther, to inquire into whether they 
were entitled to be represented in 
either house of Congress. 


In the early summer of 1866 the 
Joint Committee’s deliberations had 
resulted in the formulation of what 
was to become on July 28, 1868, the 
Fourteenth Amendment. Today we 
commonly refer to this notable 
amendment as the Civil Rights 
amendment. 

Unfortunately I am afraid Sena-

The claim by the Democratic majority that 
“our economy can grow at a rate as high as 
4.5 per cent a year without changing our eco- 
nomic system in any fundamental way” pro- 
voked a sharp Republican rejoinder, to cite 
one example of the areas of controversy 
touched on in the report. The Republicans 
said the figure was derived from the 4.6 
growth rate of the 1947-1953 Truman period 
(which included postwar readjustment and 
the Korean war) and had no bearing on the 
future. They held the period was selected 
to contrast with the 1953-1959 Eisenhower pe- 
riod, when the growth rate was 2.3 per cent 
annually. 


The choice of these periods does put the 
Eisenhower Administration in an unfavorable 
light, and the Republicans are justified in 
making the point that there were factors 
other than party policies involved in the rates 
during the two periods. Nevertheless, we 
think the Republicans are wrong in down- 
grading the idea of having specific national 
growth goals. There is no reason why we 
should not have such objectives and try to 
meet them by devising sound non-inflationary 
policies. 

But the Republicans express their theory 
in this way: 


“The approvriate goal on growth is that we 
should be able to meet our collective needs 
and responsibilities and to provide the fullest 
opportunity for each individual to devote 
whatever share of his disposable income he 
wishes to providing for his future well-being 
and for that of his children and descendants.” 


This does not ignore but does gloss over 
international competition. The majority points 
out that the Soviet Union growth rate was 7 
per cent while that of the Western countries 
in the period 1950-1957 was, for the United 
States, 3.6 per cent; Canada 4.4; France 4.7; 
Germany 8; Italy 5.8; Britain 2.4; Sweden 3.3 
and countries of the Organization for Euro- 
pean Economic Co-operation 4.6. These fig- 
ures are disturbing; the United States cannot 
permit its rate of economic growth to lag. If

Wild Dogs in the County 
The proposal for Missouri law to 


permit police to shoot “savage” dogs in St. 
Louis county is untimely and ill-considered. 

It is untimely because, barring a special 
session of the Legislature in which the amend- 
ment was specifically included in the Gover- 
nor’s call, there is no chance of changing the 
law for at least a year—and no certainty of 
doing so even then. This means the so-called 
“dog-pack” menace in the meantime will have 
to be tackled with the tools at hand, or new 
ones that are legal. 


It is ill-considered because the hazard 
growing out of the careless use of firearms by 
zealots, especially in built-up residential areas, 
could be as menacing as the danger it is de- 
signed to eliminate. 

Eugene L. Van Meter, head of the county 
rabies control division, says all but seven of 
some 30 dogs that once roamed the area at 
Lambert Field have been caught. That is a 
good record, and it suggests that existing 
techniques are effective when properly em- 
ployed. Could not the dogs at the airport be 
gathered in by a massive effort by rabies- 
control teams? It might be worth a try. 

In the meantime there are two possible 
means for dealing more effectively with the 
problem. Some municipalities should take 
steps to improve their dog-catching facilities. 
Land owners, particularly farmers, should co- 
operate by allowing dog catchers to pursue 
stray dogs on their property. 


For Civil Rights—or for Nixon? 


The Eisenhower Administration, acting 
through Attorney General Rogers, has an- 
nounced its 1960 civil rights program for Con- 
gress. Immediately the question arises: does 
the proposal represent a sincere effort on the 
part of the White House to devise a legisla- 
tive protection for Negro voting rights in the 
South? Or does it represent Vice President 
Nixon’s platform on civil rights in his quest 
for votes for the presidency? Mr. Rogers is 
Mr. Nixon’s closest friend. 

In its essence the plan calls for the use of 
federal court appointed referees to guard 
against discrimination against Negroes in 


_ State as well as national elections. The pro-

We have 
made great strides in perfecting radar detec- 
tion systems and ground-to-air missiles. It is 
prudent to presume that so have the Russians. 


The more the Pentagon chorus of intended 
assurance resounds, the more it becomes 
apparent that we are suffering from arbitrar- 
ily limited defense budgets. The continued 
disclosure of defense weaknesses and fum- 
bling is ample evidence that Congress must 
do all that it can as fast as it can to develop 
the defense establishment that is needed. 


The People’s Choice 


After last year’s heady debate in Congress 
over choosing a national flower, the Florists’ 
Telegraph Delivery Association decided to 
clarify the situation by having a poll. The 
association now reports that of more than a 
million votes, the rose got 386,841. The car- 
nation was second with 171,591; the chrysan- 
themum, third with 75,729; and the corn tas- 
sel, beloved of Senator Douglas of Illinois, 
was a mere eighteenth in the popular garden, 
with 12,788 votes. We do not know how 
many of these were from Iowa or Illinois.

New Job Every 18 Months 


As chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Commitee, Senator Fulbright of Arkan- 
sas brought out some surprising facts about 
the service of two career diplomats who have 
received new assignments. 


G. Frederick Reinhardt, named Ambassador 
to the United Arab Republic, says he has 
held at least 15 assignments in 23 years. 
Foy D. Kohler, nominated to be assistant sec- 
retary of state for European affairs, has held 
16 assignments in 28 years. 


If our mathematics is correct this means 
that Mr. Reinhardt had a new assignment on 
an average of every 18 months. And if he 
was in some places a longer length of time, 
then he was in others a shorter period. In 
any case, it is a serious question whether this 
career servant has been able to serve up to 
more than a fraction of his capacity.

The Court Prods the ICC 


The United States Supreme Court’s ruling 
for the barge lines And against the railroads 
in a grain shipment case opens up a field of 
remarkable complexity. It affects for the 
first time the “milling-in-transit” rates 
through which railroads give a single rate for 
shipment of grain to the milling point and 
shipment of the milled product to the point 
of destination, often over a second railroad. 


The barge lines protested because when 
grain is brought to the milling point by water 
the railroad rate from there to the point of 
destination is so high as to make the com- 
bined cost by barge-and-rail as high as the 
all-rail cost, or higher. It is the national poli- 
cy, as enunciated by Congress, to preserve 
the advantages inherent in water transpor- 
tation. | 

As the ICC has pointed out, a “myriad of 
industries” operate on the basis of rates, and 
changes may have a “deleterious effect.” But 


/ the commission does not observe that many 


industries as well are operating or trying to 
opérate with water transportation. 

/Surely it should be possible to arrive at 
some formula which will enable the railroads 
fto continue competing for the grain trade 


‘ without allowing them to crush barge-line 


competition with rate structures designed pre- 
cisely for that effect.

Opinion Polls ‘Go Underground’ 


Many Pollsters Now Avoid Publicity But Are For Hire by Candidates, Companies 


Robert Bendiner in the

An all-but-unnoticed development in 
American politics is that the public 
opinion polls have been going under- 
ground. Of the three or four major 
enterprises that for years took the 
people’s pulse regularly and presented 
its weekly fever-charts in the press, 
only Dr. Gallup's American Institute 
of Public Opinion still syndicates its 
findings. 

Dozens of new-comers have entered 
the question-and-answer business, but 

they are for pri- 
vate hire by candi-

of ment in newspaper 


and magazine polls 
is what it was 10 
years ago—an es- 
timated $300,000 in 
an election year — these private poll- 
sters are expected to take in some- 
thing like $2,000,000 before the current 
campaign is over. 

Working in a less exposed position 
than the conventional pollsters, who 
have been on a kind of probation ever 
since the Truman election, the private 
operatives give every promise of add- 
ing to election-year complexities. On 
the basis of their confidential reports 
a client decides to run or not to run, 
picks the issues he will concentrate 
on, and even revises his “personality 
image.” 

_ The private poll is especially suited 
for taking state and regional sound- 
ings. Potential Senators and Gover- 
nors are among the regular customers, 
Nelson Rockefeller alone having had 
some 130 surveys made in his quest. 
for the governorship of New York.

Unlike the published poll, the private 
variety is not open to the charge that 
it may effect the outcome of an elec- 
tion by creating a “bandwagon psy- 
chology,”’ or building up sympathy for 
an underdog, or discouraging a good 
voter turnout. But it clearly raises 
questions of its own: Should a candi- 
date be encouraged to try only a sure 
thing, instead of taking his chances on 
persuading the electorate? Should a 
campaigner take only pre-tested stands 
on issues, with a built-in guarantee of 
a safe audience reaction? Should “‘per- 
sonalities” be altered on the basis of 
this sort of marketing research? 


Happily, before these questions be- 
come acute there will be enough losers 
among the clients of the private polls 
to have established their fallibility, and 
we will be spared once more the con- 
sequences of carrying technique to an 
absurdity.

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_ Siamese Priest to Go Home as Missionary 


Rev. George Phimphisan First of His Race Ordained in U.S.; He'll Serve in Jungle Area

can carry his own baggage. He | 


is going home as a Redemptor- 
ist missionary priest and these 
consecrated men travel light. 
There is small place in their 
busy lives for bag and baggage. 


Father George will serve 
among the poor. “Orientals are 
poor, most of them,” he said at 
the Redemptorist monastery at 
Liguori, near Barnhart, Mo. 

But Father George was not a 
poor Oriental, and the altera- 
tion in his own way of life is a 
measure of his religious devo- 
tion. This handsome young man 
—he is 27 years old—is aristo- 
cratic to his toes, patrician in 
face, bearing and manners. His 
father is editor of one of the two 
English newspapers in Bangkok; 
he also edited the Directory of 
Siam in English. An uncle is 
head of the Government tobacco 
monopoly (cigarettes cost 4 or 
5 cents a pack). 

Father George described his 
family and boyhood home with 
respect and affection. ‘‘Our fam- 
ily had two sleeping rooms; one 
for my parents, who had the 
only bed in the house; the other 
was for my three brothers and 
me, and one side of the room 
was partitioned off for our sis- 
ter. We all slept on mattresses 
on the floor. 

“The kitchen was a small 
building separated from the 
house to keep out the heat and 
smells of food. Next to the 
kitchen were the servants’ quar- 
ters — in a well-to-do Siamese 
house the wife never works.” 

Father George was asked if 
he liked American food after 
spending six years here. 

“Yes, very much, but my 
mouth waters when I think of 
our Thai dishes,” he answered. 
“Our feast day delicacy is cow’s 
tongue boiled and spiced. Anoth- 
er delicious dish is sticky rice 
dipped in fermented fish. Fresh 
coconut milk is served sweet 
and cool. We eat a lot of poul- 
try.” 

The cow is not a sacred ani- 
mal in Siam but the white ele- 
phant is, because iit is so rare, 


_ Father George said. A white 


elephant really is an albino and 
somewhat gray, he explained. 
Siam now has «seven white 
elephants. A white elephant re- 
cently was found and presented 
to King Phimiphon of Thailand, 
and this was taken as an omen 
that his reign will be happy. The 
King and Queen are to pay an 
official visit to the United States 


this year. 
Father George, after six 
years’ in the United 


States, thinks that our Ameri- 
can system of education might 
be shortened by two years, 
that a bright boy or girl could 
be prepared for college or 
trade school after 10 years’ in- 
struction, instead of the pres- 
ent average of 12 years. 


He himself spent four years in 
grade school and six in high 
school. During that time he de- 
cided to become a Redemptorist 
priest, and was under the spir- 
itual guidance of a French 
priest, his confessor. (Father 
George’s family are Catholics.) 
He was sent to the Philippines 
for two years’ study in a minor 
seminary conducted by Irish Re- 
demptorists; he also spent a 
year in the novitiate at Cebu, 
P.I, Then, in 1953, he came to 
the United States and has com- 
pleted the six-year course in phi- 
losophy, theology and all allied 
subjects at the Redemptorist ma- 
jor seminary for the St. Louis 
Province at Oconomowoc, Wis. 

Now he is taking his year of 
internship at St. Alphonsus 
(Rock) Church on North Grand 
boulevard. He serves as an as- 
sistant priest in St. Louis par- 
ishes, teaches in _ parochial 
schools, attends classes in pas- 
toral theology and psychology 
and writes sermons. His year as

rection of the Rev. John A. Trei- 
nen, C.SS.R., a veteran of 27 
years as director of mission 
work in the St. Louis Province. 
‘Father George will serve his 
mission in northeast Thailand, 
in the Udon district. He will be 
about 100 miles from Dr. Thomas 
A. Dooley, famous St. Louis 
medical missionary in Laos. 

After taking basic training in 
public health, Father George 
will join a band of Redemptorists 
in Udon who last year gave med- 
ical aid to 25,400 Thai people. 
They were suffering from an al- 
most infinite variety of diseases, 
including leprosy, tuberculosis, 
typhus, worms, intestinal para- 
sites, skin diseases and malnu- 
trition. 

Father George will first have 
to learn the Laotian dialect 
which is spoken in the Udon 
area. Then he will be able to 
teach catechism, preach and 
hear confessions; in fact, assume 
all the duties of a pastor of souls. 

In Udon, cultivated land is 
interspersed with savage jungle. 
The jungle holds elephants, ti- 
gers, monkeys, bears, water buf- 
falo and deadly snakes of many 
kinds, including the cobra, Rus- 
sell’s viper and the bantam 
krait. (In India, the krait, allied

to the cobra, causes more deaths 
than any other snake.)

Some 4000 Catholics now live 
in the Udon area, out of a total 
population of 1,500,000. About 
half of the Catholics are Viet 
Namese driven from their own 
country by the Communists. 

There are only 108,000 Cath- 
olics among the 22,800,000 in- 
habitants of Thailand. Buddhism 
is the state religion, but the Con- 
stitution of 1932 guarantees free-

Most Catholics in Udon live in 
widely scattered villages, s0 
Father George will cover his 
mission parish by jeep, bicycle 
and on foot. He will pack his 
priestly black habits in moth- 
balls, and wear white against 
the hot tropical sun. When night 
overtakes him in some lonely 
village and he must sleep in an 
open hut, he must first tuck 
himself in with mosquito netting 


Sheinwold’s Bridge

IN ALL of our discussions of 
the takeout double earlier this 
week we have been concentrat- 


ing on the doubler and his part- 
ner. We musn’t lose.#ight of the 
opening bidder's side. ate 

After West’s takeout double 
of one heart, North must jump to 
three hearts. This is not a forc- 
ing bid, but is an attempt to 
keep East out of the auction. 

The shutout raise succeeds. 
East passes, and West cannot 
quite afford to take further ac- 
tion. If West had slightly greater 
strength he would double three 
hearts, thus repeating his re- 
quest for a takeout. 


As the cards lie, South is al- 
lowed to play the hand at three 
hearts. West opens the king of 
diamonds and then shifts to a 
low club. Nothing can help 
South. East will win two club 
tricks and will return spades 
both times. The defenders are 
sure to get two spades, two dia- 
monds and two clubs, and South 
is down two. 


South is not a bit unhappy 
about losing 100 points. If the 
opponents played the hand at 
spades they would make 10 
tricks. Even if they didn’t have 
courage enough to bid game, 
they would still score 120 points 
for their tricks and would also 
have the value of a part score. 


The double raise in this situa- 
tion, after a takeout double, 
shows four or more trumps and 
about 7 to 9 points in support 
(counting distribution as well as 
high cards). In the hand shown, 
North has 8 points in high cards 
and 1 point for the doubleton. 

A simple raise (from one to 
two) shows somewhat less than 
7 points. Most experts would 
make the raise with 5 or 6 
points; some would shade it 
down to 4 points.

raise later. A redouble followed 
by a minimum raise shows about 
10 to 12 points; a redouble fol- 
lowed by a jump raise shows 13 
points or more and is forcing 
to game.

We know from the early part of the picture that the couple 
are innocent of murder, so there’s no suspense along that line. 
The author-director therefore plays on the chance that they 
might be convicted anyway by an Onfortunate set of circum- 
stances ruthlessly used by a vicious prosecutor (Sanford Meis- 
ner, the dramatic coach), However, the ‘woman’s attorney 
(Anthony Franciosca) parries and undermines the damaging 
testimony brilliantly. His triumph comes in a striking and 
vivid sequence when he exposes defendant Young’s mother 
(Mildred Dunnock), who has been damaging his case, as 
possessive and domineering, willing even .to sacrifice him to 
retain a hold over him. 


Miss Hayworth, deglamorized as she was in “They Came to 
Cordura,” again gives a convincing performance as a frayed 
and disillusioned woman grasping rather pathetically for hap- 
piness. Young, usually distinguished as one of the best of the 
light comedians, comes through with a sincere and at times 
touching performance. Franciosca’s character is a little am- 
biguous. When first seen, he is a dissolute, cynical, almost 
beatnik type of attorney. But he quickly blossoms out into a 
polished, brilliant, barrister in the courtroom. He seems to 
me too high-strung to be entirely right in the role. Miss Dun- 
mock is as expert as ever as the righteous lady-like mother 
who has been suffocating her son. 


Charming Scoundrel a 


IT’S HARD TO RESIST a ‘Merry rogue, in fiction or drama 
at least, and James Mason makes one of the most debonair 
and winning in “A TOUCH OF LARCENY,” a British-produced 
comedy at the PAGEANT, which is quite amusing. 

Mason is a British naval commander, «@ 
war-time hero on submarines, who in the 
present day, relieves the boredom of a 
shore engineering assignment by exercising 
his undoubted talents as a suave wolf. A 
chance meeting with a diplomat acquaintance 
of war days (George Sanders) brings him 
in touch with the diplomat’s beautiful Ameri- 
can fiancee (Vera Miles); Deciding George is much too stuffy 
for her, Mason guilefully insinuates himself into her affections, 
and, to acquire money to match his rival’s wealth, decides on 
an ingenious con game. 


Leaving a lot of clues that he has gone over to the Russians 
with top-secret information, -he merely shipwrecks himself on 
a barren rock off Scotland and lets the scandal grow into a 
newspaper sensatfon, before managing to come back, blithely 
intent to sue the newspapers for defamation. It’s not quite 
that easy,.and he has a bad time until he ns to wriggle 
out on top. 


With a script by Roger MacDougall, who did “The Man in 
the White Suit,” and direction by Guy Hamilton, who guided 
“The Devil’s Disciple,” the plot has the same easy charm. as 
Mason’s rascal, and some nice light touches. Miss Miles is 
believable as a woman of breeding and a sense of humor, and 
Sanders’s cold hauteur makes him fair game for a fall guy. 


German Self-Analysis 


A WEST-GERMAN picture, “AREN’T WE WONDERFUL,” 
at the APOLLO ART, undertakes an ironic analysis of German 
character through the careers of two boys from 1913 through 

* 1955. One who becomes a doctor of philosophy and newspaper 
columnist, (Hansjorg Felmy) is kind and 
conscientious.’ The other (Robert Graf), i 
an opportunist from the time he first steals 
a ride in a demonstration balloon as a boy. 
He becomes a Nazi minor official, naturally, 
and, after Germany’s defeat is not at all 
fazed, changing names and becoming a 
profiteer and then an industrial baron. 

This is directed by Kurt Hoffman with a satiric device which 
presents it as an old-fashioned type of illustrated lecture, with 
two comedians singing ditties to point it up. 

Although there are some telling satiric thrusts, the whole 
thing seems to me to be rather soft as a treatment of the 
subject. None of the fanatical revolting aspects of the Nazi 
rise to power and persecution is emphasized—the Nazi official 
is shown more as an amiable, grasping sort of opportunist 
just hitch-hiking with the winner, rather than motivated by 
any'principle. The namby-pamby attitude of the hero isn’t 
lacerated enough. He was well-intentioned, but mostly stayed 
out of harm’s way until he finally got guts enough to take a 
stand on an editorial long after the war. If this is an example 
of modern liberal German self-criticism, I still think it much 
too mild and rationalizing. 


Steve Reeves Wins Again 


THE GOLIATH in the Italian-made, dubbed-in-English 

movie, “GOLIATH AND THE BARBARIANS,” at the FOX, 
is not the Biblical Goliath who was slung with David's sling- 
shot. He is really named Emiliano, a Roman of 568 A.D. who 
defended his city of Verona against the 
barbarian Lombards. But since he is played 
by Steve Reeves, the American muscle-man 
who impersonated Hercules, and can’t af- 
ford to lose face by stepping down, and 
since “Goliath” is a better box-office name 
anyway, they call him that. 
4 This is the expected melange of greasy, 
bearded warriors wearing bearskins, slithering beauties, or- 
gies, gory spear-thrustings, hammy acting and atrocious 
modern English-cliche dialogue dubbed onto the lips of the 
performers so that there seems a strange gulf between what 
is being said and what is going on. 

Reeves, besides having a handsome, noble countenance, 
certainly has tremendous muscles. Two wild horses can’t 
tear him apart in the Test of Truth, an ancient barbarian 
rite which I suspect was invented on the spot by the director, 
who shall be nameless in deference to him. But Steve’s dra- 
matic abilities stop there. Even the deep, deep voice dubbed 
in is not his. The chick who plays the barbarian siren who 
falls in love with Steve is Chelo Alonso, a girl with a face 
composed almost entirely of enormous black eyes. 

I am happy to report that those dirty barbarians got theirs 
in the end, and the good people of Verona won out. However, 
the audience didn’t seem to appreciate the seriousness of the 
situation. They were constantly laughing when they should 
have been shuddering.

MENTOR VILLAGE, 0., 
Jan. 29. 

CHIEF TOPIC of conversation 
among the 3500 residents of this 
once tranquil suburban commu- 
nity these days is the Christmas 
eve sniper killing of Charles R. 
Clark. 

The bullet that killed Clark 
jolted everyone who knew this 
handsome, home-loving father 
of four children—and nearly 
everyone in Mentor Village knew 
him as a scoutmaster, Sunday 
school superintendent and civic 
leader. 

His death disclosed that 34 
year-old Clark was an engineer 
who earned his living flying all 
over the world on secret missions 
for the Navy. His work as an 
executive for the Reliance Elec- 
tric & Engineering Co. of Cleve- 
land included developing and 
servicing equipment for atomic- 
powered submarines. 

For a week, everyone in Men- 
tor eyed his neighbors with sus- 
picion. Locksmiths did a boom- 
ing business as families nervous- 
ly bolted their doors, fearful that 
a psychopathic marksman might 
be. lurking in the vicinity, and 
might strike at them. 

The case unraveled as dra- 
matically as any fictional detec- 
tive tale unfolding on television 
screens in the locked homes, 
with a cast of fascinating char- 
acters flitting in and out of the 
limelight. 

There was Mrs. Lois Clark, 31- 
year-old widow of the victim, 
a former fashion model who 
taught Sunday school and gave a 
charm course for high school 
girls—a woman so attractive that 
no ene hesitated to apply the 
adjective ‘‘beautiful” to her. 

There was six-footer Frank 
Hathy, Mentor police chief, who 
had never before tangled with a 
major murder case, and lost 30 
of his 305 pounds wrestling with 
this one. 

There was Lake County Sheriff 
William B. Evans, an expressive 
man with a big star and a uni- 
form patterned after the cloth- 
ing of a Wild West lawman, who 
calls himself “Available Bill” 
and passed out matches adver- 
tising his election campaign 
while interviewing suspects. 

There was taciturn, pipe smok- 
ing Emery Galloway, the thought- 
ful scientific detective who left 
his state crime laboratory at 
London, O., to visit the scene and 
come up with the suggestion that 
broke the case. 

There was Floyd E. Har- 
grove, the Bible-quoting prime 
suspect, who had such diffi- 


culty deciding whether he 
killed Clark that he asked the 
help of a truth serum injec- 
tion. Under the drug, he pro- 
vided satisfactory evidence to 
himself and the authorities 
that he was guilty. 

The drama opened with the 
crack of a rifle shot as Clark ap- 
proached the kitchen window of 
his white ranch-type home on 
Acacia drive. 

It was 6:40 p.m. Christmas 
eve. Clark, wearing his scout- 
master’s uniform because he was 
preparing to lead his troop in 
Christmas carols, toppled to the 
floor. The bullet that broke 
through the storm window and 
the kitchen glass had crashed 
into his skull. 

The glow of outdoor Christmas 
decorations on the suburban 
street illuminated the scene as 
police and sheriff's deputies 
searched the area. They con- 
cluded that the shot was fired by 
a marksman who hid behind a 
nearby tree. 

Who was the deadly sniper? 
Who had a motive for murder? 

Boy Scouts of Troop 104 were 
questioned. Was anyone dis- 
gruntled with the scoutmaster for 
any real or imaginary affront? 
No. Clark was extremely popu- 
lar with his troop. Some of the 
boys cried at the news of his 
death. 

Neighbors, too, had only kind 
words for Clark. He was the 
sort of person who liked to tile 
his own recreation. room, then 
cheerfully pitch in and help a 
neighbor tackling a similar task 
with both advice and elbow 
grease. 

Clark had no financial diffi- 
culties or apparent enemies. But 
he had received some anony- 
mous telephone calls telling him 
that his wife was “carrying on 
other romances” while he was 
away. 

The inquiry turned to the pri- 
vate life of Mrs. Clark. Then 
Hargrove, divorced father of 
five children, came forward. 

“Let Lois alone,” he told the 
authorities. “I love her. I killed 
her husband, I want to marry 
her.” 

But later he denied he was 
the killer. Chief Hathy, Sheriff 
Evans and Prosecutor Edward 
Ostrander questioned Hargrove. 
They believed his story that he 
had visited Clark the night be- 
fore the murder, and offered him 
a commission if he would have 
members of his scout troop so- 
licit customers for a new carpet 
cleaning business—but no more. 

Hargrove asked for a lie de- 
tector test “to prove I’m telling 
the truth.” 

Ralph Schaar of the Shaker 
Heights, 0., police, who admin- 
istered the polygraph test, said

Hargrove shrugged. “I was 
only trying to protect Lois,” he 
said. “I dreamed up the whole 
story.” 

He went back to his job of 
driving a cleaning and dyeing 
pickup truck on a route through 
the neighborhood. His housewife 
customers gossiped with him 
about the case. 

Prosecutor Ostrander told the 
newspapers that ‘“‘Mrs. Clark 
knows more than she’s telling.” 

The tearful widow named 
several men, including Har- 
grove, with whom she ad- 
mitted having affairs. She took 
a lie detector test which, Os- 
trander said, ‘‘completely 
cleared” her. Her men friends 
took similar tests, and were 
also “cleared.” 


Carl E. Clark, a Rochester, 
N.Y., bus driver, father of the 
victim and of nine other chil- 
dren, came to his daughter-in- 
law’s defense. He said that his 
son’s secret work — “he never 
discussed it with us, but there 
was a lock on a drawer in his 
office so complicated that it took 
an expert to open it’’—was re- 
sponsible for the murder. 

“Turn this case over to the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion,” he demanded. 

The FBI politely declined to 
enter the case. 

Then Galloway, having con- 
cluded that the fatal bullet was 
carefully fired by an expert 
marksman with intent to kill, ad- 
vised Chief Hathy: “Check every 
store in the vicinity to see if 
anyone bought an old .22 caliber 
rifle recently.” 

Hathy had checked every hard- 
ware store in Mentor and sev- 
eral nearby communities and 
had returned home in defeat 
when the telephone rang. It was 
John Ozinga Jr., a friend of 
Hargrove’s. 

“IT feel I’ve got to pass this 
on to you,” Ozinga said. “We 
were talking about the case, and 
Floyd told me it was a coinci- 
dence that he bought a gun in 
Chardon and had intended to 
kill Chuck Clark... .” 

Hathy drove to the Chardon 
hardware store, about 20 miles 
away. He found that a man who 
signed himself “Robert G. Mac- 
Claren” had bought an old .22 
caliber Springfield single shot 
rifle for $11 the day before the 
murder, and a box of bullets 
for 78 cents. 

“That signature looks fami- 
liar,” Hathy said. He took it 
and some of Hargrove’s writings 
to Joseph Tholl, a Cleveland 
handwriting expert. 

“The same man wrote both,” 
Tholl declared without hesitation. 


Limited Aatemy f for Angina Victim 


By Dr. J oseph Molner 


“Dear Dr. Molner:” 

WHEN YOU WROTE about 
angina pectoris recently; you 
stated that a sufferer must learn 
to get along with it. Could you 
discuss this some more? 

“My mother-in-law - recently 
was told she has angina. She is 
3000 miles away, and so I have 
no contact with her doctor to 
learn her exact condition. 

“Letters from friends indicate 
that she is more or less just 
sitting around waiting to die. 
She has been fairly active. Now 
she stays home and hardly 
moves because of her heart. 

“We feel that shutting herself 
off could do even worse harm to 
her mentally than a little strain 
on her heart from going out 


Probably you are right. An- 
gina pectoris, of course, is the 
pain that comes as a signal that 
the heart g being overtaxed.

the heart is capable of carry- 
ing a PARTIAL load. 


In general (there are some 
exceptions, of course) there isn’t 
too much that can be done to 
“cure” angina, any more than 
there is any way to “cure” an 
automobile which has had a 
good many seasons of use. You 
can't make a new car out of an 
old one—nor a new heart out of 


bang it over rough roads, or try 
to drive it like a hot-rod. He 
keeps using it steadily but rea- 
sonably. 


The same thing applies to 
most hearts. Nitro-glycerin or 
other medication will give the 
heart a lift when angina pain 
indicates that the organ needs 
some help. Possessors of such 
hearts should not force them- 
selves into activity strenuous 
enough to bring on the pains. 
Avoiding stairs is a usual pre- 
caution, 


Walking or moving about is 
excellent—but stop short of the 
point at which you puff, feel 
weary, and encounter angina 
pain. After all, the human body 
does not do its best if it is 
permitted to stagnate. With a 
damaged heart, stay within the 
limits of what it can support. 

The degree of heart trouble is 
the important guide. Activity 
must be kept within limits but 
total immobility is not often 
warranted,
